Election/Restrictions 
1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-10 in the reply filed on June 23, 
2005 is acknowledged. Note: Nonelected claims 11-12 were cancelled accordingly. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dohjo 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,078,366, hereinafter "Dohjo"). 



4. As to claim 1 , Dohjo discloses a manufacturing method of a transflective TFT- 
LCD panel (1) comprising the steps of forming a first conductive layer (col. 19, line 30) 
on a substrate (101), defining the first conductive layer to form a gate (113), forming a 
dielectric layer (115) on the gate, forming a channel over the gate (119, 121), forming a 
photo-resist block (170), forming a second conductive layer and defining it to form a 
source (126a) and drain (126b) and a photo-reflective layer (124b), forming a protection 
layer (127) and defining it to form a first opening to expose the drain (fig. 16, ref. 127) 
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and a second opening to expose the photo-reflective layer, and forming a transparent 
electrode (131 ) electrically connected to the drain and photo-reflective layer via the 
opening. 

5. Regarding claims 2-4 , Dohjo discloses the manufacturing method as recited 
above where a capacitor (1 1 1) is set under the photo-resist block (170) during the first 
step, where the first conductive layer is a first metal layer (col. 19, line 30) and the 
substrate is made of glass (101; col. 19, line 32). 

6. As to claims 5-7 , Dohjo discloses the manufacturing method as recited above 
where the photo-resist is positive (170), the second conductive layer is a second metal 
layer (col. 20, lines 20-33), and the transparent electrode is composed ITO (131; col. 7, 
line 40). 

7. Regarding claims 8-10 , Dohjo discloses the manufacturing method as recited 
above comprising the steps of forming a thin film transistor (TFT) (112) and a capacitor 
electrode (1 1 1) and forming a transparent electrode (131) within the transmissive area 
("pixel area"), where the photo-reflective layer (124b) is formed above the capacitor 
electrode (111) and the photo-resist block (1 70) formed prior to the formation of the 
photo-reflective layer (col. 20, lines 19-41).
